Watch-Out for “Hot-Rod" Diesels! 


TIP just received from Michigan Trucking 

Assn. warns that a lot of drivers are using 
a new gimmick to “soup-up” diesels. The meth- 
od used is dangerous and can cost fleets a lot of 
money. Here’s how it’s done ... The driver 
takes a “C” clamp or a pair of vise-grip pliers 
and clamps the flexible return fuel line on the 
diesel. Terrific pressure builds up in the engine, 
giving it more power and speed. This is the real 
danger. . . . When the driver takes his foot off 
the accelerator to slow down, the engine may 
keep going at full speed before the power cuts 
out. 

It’s strongly urged that you watch out for this 
practice among your drivers! Keep a close check 
on the appearance of the return fuel line. . 
and see what’s going-on on the highway! Safety 
men and maintenance men should be warned 
what to look for. 

This “trick of the trade’ must have been 
dreamed up by the guy in a red suit, with horns 
and a tail! Just imagine the cost in damaged 
equipment, not to mention the lives at stake as 
accident rates go up! 


Tire Branding 
RAND YOUR TIRES with an identifying 
fleet symbol—like cowpokes in a TV western 
do a herd of cattle—plus a fleet number. This 
is what Consolidated Freightways does. 
Recommendation comes from a report on tire 
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TIMELY NOTES ON TRUCK, BUS, PASSENGER CAR 
FLEET MAINTENANCE and OPERATION 
briefed by ED SHEA, Technical Editor 


branding given by Consolidated’s Ray Kupp at 
the recent SAE Summer Meeting in Chicago. He 
implies that such branding will keep the mav- 
ericks from straying too far, the rustlers out of 
your tire corral. Helps keep track of tires on 
interchanged trailers, too, he says. 

Consolidated uses two branding irons at each 
of its four major tire stations . .. one for the 
fleet’s tire number and the other for the fleet 
brand. Fleet brand is described as a 1-in. circle 
with lettering inside around the circle reading 
“CONSOL. FRTWYS.” 

Kupp says he brands both sides of the tire— 
diametrically opposite to make it quick to check. 
Brand goes midway between sidewall center and 
tread edge. Kupp tries to keep brands about 
1/16-in. deep, says do not exceed ¥-in. On radial, 
single ply, wire cord tires, he puts the brand 
below the sidewall midpoint, close to the rim 
flange. Latest production on this tire has a 
molded-in branding area in this location, he adds. 


1960 Ford Ignition Timing 


ORD HAS revised the ignition-timing set- 

ting on 1960 cars with 6-cyl and 292-cu in. 
V-8 engines with automatic transmissions. The 
setting should be 10 deg BTDC, instead of the 
previous 6-deg setting. The new timing should 
give satisfactory engine performance. If not, 
timing can be retarded within the allowable 
range of 2 deg to 10 deg BTDC.

Reefer Trailers 


EEFER TRAILERS came in for attention 
R too. Two principal subjects were air circu- 
lation and escape hatches. 

Air-circulation discussion was prompted by a 
report from P. R. Auchenbach of the National 
Bureau of Standards. He reported on a series 
of comparative tests between two different load- 
ings. First was loaded solid and packed tight 
against the trailer sides with the floor grooves 
filled. Second was loaded with 1-in. air space at 
sides and the grooves open. Various air-circula- 
tion systems were used. As might be expected, 
the better the air circulation, the better the cool- 
ing. But the report indicated there’s still a long 
way to go, especially at such critical spots as 
about two-thirds of the way back, at the floor. 

Escape-hatch problem arises from kiddies and 
others getting locked in . . . sometimes with 
fatal result. Panic-type legislation to prevent 
such deaths is being pushed in California. Dis- 
cussion brought forth darned little in economic 
or logical answer. Some ideas expressed: 1. Pro- 
vide a handle inside to operate the door latch. 
Objection: It would provide a heat-path to the 
inside of the trailer. 2. Magnetic lock, as on 
some new household refrigerators, was sug- 
gested. Objection: Not very likely to work with 
highway bounce and a 200-lb door. 3. Maybe, 
the lock could be electro-magnetic? Objection: 
What? Add a few more circuits back to the 
tractor? Ugh! 


Trailer Lighting 

RAILER LIGHTING—both inside and out— 

held much interest at the meeting. One idea 
that attracted interest was addition of a 110- 
volt circuit for interior lighting to speed load- 
ing at dockside. Most said ... Fine idea—with 
a recessed male plug on the trailer. But there 
wasn’t much agreement on where it should be 
mounted. Another problem taking wind out of 
the idea’s sails: It would have to be a 3-wire, 
grounded circuit. 

Interstate Commerce Commission lighting 
regs were reported on. Fleet and manufacturer 
trade groups will have an interindustry meeting 
with ICC in near future. By-product of this 
topic was a discussion on the license-plate mark- 
er light. Most trailers, in addition to king-size 
identification on rear, carry several licenses. 
Why light one, and leave the rest dark, seemed

to be the question on this. Fleet operators may 
want to use the reply card inside the back cover 
to comment on this one, too. 


Chassis and Frame Vibration 


N A RECENT report by R. T. Buscarello of 
Stewart-Warner Corp. on engine and drive- 
line component balancing, two examples of where 
balancing did not eliminate vehicle vibration 
were given. Here, excerpted from his talk at 
the 1959 SAE National ‘‘ransportation Meeting, 
are the ways the problems were solved... . 
First example, he says, “. . . occurred on a 
truck engine mount. The unit vibrated exces- 
sively due to a resonant condition and all at- 
tempts to remove this vibration met with vir- 
tually no success. The final solution was to weld 
some %-in. diameter steel rods along the under- 
side of the channel beam cross piece supporting 
the engine. Two %-in. rods were placed inside 
each leg of the channel. It was found that solidly 
welding the rods to the channel did not improve 
the condition very much. But tack welding the 
rods in place at about 8-in. intervals—with each 
alternating tack occurring at the side of the rod 
to the channel leg and the other tack welded to 
the top of the channel beam succeeded. The rods 
were free to vibrate apart from the channel 
beam itself because of the alternate tack welds 
spread enough apart so that a “bounding” of 
the vibrating beam occurred against the added 
rods. This minute “bouncing” resulted in fric- 
tion which has a drastic effect in reducing vi- 
bration due to resonance. This friction damping 
allowed the vehicle to be acceptable by the user. 
“Another case involving removing vibration 
by handling the resonance problem occurred on a 
vehicle that resonated at the typical operating 
speed desired by the driver on the open road. 
Precision balancing the driveline brought no 
results. Finally all of the bolts on the frame 
were tightened and two cross member “I” beams 
were welded in place to further stiffen the vehi- 
cle’s framework. (To change the resonant or 
critical frequency of a machine or vehicle, it is 
necessary to change the stiffness. A long, flexi- 
ble part would have a lower critical speed than a 
short rigid part. Often the critical speed of a 
part is raised by making it more rigid in order 
to get a higher frequency than the frequency

of the offending vibration. Sometimes it is im- 
possible because of other design limitations to 
increase the size of the part to stiffen it. In 
some cases the only solution may be to make a 
part less stiff or by adding weight at the right 
place in order to get greater deflection, thereby, 
lowering the natural frequency to a point below 
a normal operating range.) After this stiffening 
was accomplished, the natural frequency of the 
frame was beyond the ‘vibrating’ range and 
the vehicle produced very excellent results.” 


Ford Truck Brake Shoe Retraction 


RAKE SHOE retracting springs used on the 
B rear hydraulic brakes of some Model Nos. 
500 through 700 Ford trucks may become 
stretched. This keeps the shoe from retracting 
properly. 

To be sure retraction is OK, check the springs 
whenever rear brakes are taken apart for ser- 
vice. If free length of any spring is over 3 in., 
replace it. If a .010-in. feeler-gage can be in- 
serted between two or more coils in a spring, 
replace it. Springs are identified as Part No.

All bets are off as to what the in-between-conventions-and-election session 
of Congress will do. Chances are legislation affecting only the trucking 
industry won’t go anywhere. But when it comes to spending programs, 
both parties will try to claim the glory .. . either as public benefactors 
or thrifty cost-cutters. Most anything could happen. 


Watch for revised ICC lighting rules this month 


Although expected middle of last month, it now looks like Interstate Com- 
merce Commission will probably issue a revise on its postponed (June, 
page 33) vehicle lighting requirements early this month. If it does, watch 
COMMERCIAL CAR JOURNAL’s September issue for full details. 


ICC proposes to ease pending driver hour-and-mileage regs 


Pending revision of ICC’s safety regs to tighten driver hours-of-service 
limits and set on-duty mileage maximum (for text, see June '59, page 
186) seems likely to be eased. Commission last month offered to modify 
375-mile limit to allow 425 miles . . . if 80 per cent of the distance is on 
highways at least equal to Interstate System standards. Driving hours . 
would be limited to 10 within a 12-hour period . . . after which the driver 
could load or unload but could not drive again until he takes eight con- 
secutive hours off-duty. Proposed rule changes, eliminating the 70-hour 
week, cancelling extra driver time under emergency conditions, and put- 
ting drivers out of service for Safety Reg violations, are not affected 
by ICC’s suggested modifications. 


Compact trucks are coming. Will they fit your fleet? 


Ford, Chevrolet, Dodge and Willys all have compact trucks in the works 
for 1961. You can get some idea of Ford’s new Econoline Series by turn- 
ing to page 176, this issue. Described there is Ford’s 96-in. wheelbase 
(13.5 in. shorter than the Falcon pick-up), multi-stop chassis. Chevrolet's 
will be truck and bus versions of the Corvair. Rear-mounted engine per- 
mits flat-front cab style. From Dodge, it’s a pick-up truck in the compact 
Dart line. Willy’s Fleetvan Series will be along later, but the Post Office 
is using some now .. . as described on page 110. 


“Compact” is also the word for '61 cars, but watch the “wagons” 


Fleet passenger car operators are going to hear the word “compact” 
again and again in making their 1961 purchases. But don’t overlook the 
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station wagons. There’ll be more than ever .. . and, despite their some- 
what higher cost, might be the best buy. Rounded lines in place of sharp fins 
characterize exterior styling. Long horizontal lines continue to give the 
new cars a low, sleek appearance. Emphasis will be on “economy” en- 
gines, but extra-power options are still plentiful. New compacts include 
Oldsmobile’s F-85, Buick’s Special, Dodge’s Lancer and Pontiac’s Tempest. 
Regular models will be “compact,” too . . . mostly in less overall length. 
A few, Mercury and Pontiac for example, will combine less overall length 
with shorter wheelbase on some lines. One tip for fleetmen: Great num- 
ber of regular and compact models to be offered has dealers worried about 
competitive-price structure. It could work to your advantage. 


First-quarter dollar data has fleetmen checking costs 


Class 1 and 2 for-hire carriers saw this year’s first-quarter tonnage reach 
6.2 per cent ahead of last year. And they cheered the 8.7 per cent boost 
in revenues that went along with the record tonnage. But the cheers died 
out when they looked at expenses ... up 11.4 per cent. With an average 
operating ratio of 98.0 for the first quarter as compared to 95.7 in ’59, 
you can expect fleetmen to be economy-minded. 


Aluminum continues to be big in engine news 


Report from Detroit says aluminum engines for trucks are still a long 
way off—up to five years. But Chevrolet has got an aluminum truck en- 
gine undergoing road tests right now. American Motors is so far along 
the line with its OHV, 6-cyl aluminum engine that there’s some talk the 
120-125-hp powerplant may be offered in its ’61 car line. At least two car 
makers will include die-cast-aluminum rocker arms in their ’61 engines. 
Alcoa gets credit for this. Thompson Products expects to see more forged- 
aluminum pistons in the future. Company says it has brought their cost 
in line with cast-aluminum units. New protective coating for valves comes 
from spraying them with aluminum followed by heat-treating. Metallizing 
Co. of America claims process cuts valve distortion, warpage and oxidation. 
But not all engine news last month was “aluminum”... . 

@ Caterpillar announced its on-highway diesel line. Basic model is a 
6-cyl, 525-cu in., 4-cyle, turbocharged and after-cooled unit rated 220 
hp at 2200 rpm. Watch CCJ’s September issue for details. 

@ Truck engine production at GMC is reported almost 100 per cent V-6. 
@ Gas-turbine-powered jeep is being tested by military. The 50-lb, 75-hp 
engine comes from Williams Research Corp. Not including accessories 
and gear case, it measures 10 in. in diameter and 19 in. long. Problem 
still to be licked from a “civilian” viewpoint is its poor fuel economy. 


Truck tires, tinted glass and snap-fit body panels 


Fleet operators found truck tire prices some 8 per cent higher middle 
of last month when tire makers cancelled a temporary dealer discount 
in effect for about a year. . . . Tinted glass can cut inside-the-vehicle 
heat build-up by up to 30 degrees, reports Chrysler. . . . Olson Body & 
Trailer Co. is using extruded-aluminum body panels that snap-fit into 
each other for tight fit without welding or riveting. 
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Truck tonnage for first five months of 1960 goes 2.5 per cent above ‘59

Trailer makers hear what users want at TTMA meeting 


You should benefit from Truck-Trailer Manufacturers Assn. Summer 
Meeting held middle of last month. Many users were on hand to discuss 
just what fleets want when it comes to trailers and containers. In fact, 
the whole container question got a thorough shake-out from a panel of 
experts. One conclusion: Best basic container is a complete semi-trailer. 
An all-day engineering session scrutinized trailer components (reported 
in this issue, beginning on page 9). And Borden Co.’s C. S. Decker, presi- 
dent of the Private Truck Council of America, listed the features a pri- 
vate-fleet operator would like to have in his trailers. In reporting on 
Interstate highway construction progress, Bureau of Public Roads Com- 
missioner Ellis Armstrong said, possible use of two 40-ft semis in “double- 
bottom” operation on these road is now under study. In formal resolutions, 
TTMA asked... . 

@ Pennsylvania to drop its 35-ft semi-trailer length limit, permit a 40-ft 
unit within a 50-ft overall-combination length. 

@ Interstate Commerce Commission to set-up an industry advisory com- 
mittee to coordinate regulatory requirements for vehicle equipment. 


New law OK's central file of drivers who have licenses revoked 


Into effect last month went a new law authorizing Dept. of Commerce 
to set-up a central file of drivers who have had licenses revoked because 
they (1) drove while intoxicated, or (2) were convicted of a traffic law 
violation involving loss of life. Listing is voluntary. States are not re- 
quired to submit names. Driver data on file will be given only to govern-

ment officials . . . upon their request. American Trucking Assns. supported 
the concept but wanted data to be available to driver employers. (In 1959, 
there were some 84.5 million licensed drivers.) 


Higher operating pressures are predicted for future air brakes 


Predicts Ford’s R. B. Palmer, air brakes in the future will have higher 
operating pressures. He notes that three truck makers now set them at 
105 psi cut-in. and 125 psi cut-out. This, he implies, is only the beginnning. 
Trend is toward tank pressures in the 250 to 500-psi range, he says. Bene- 
fit to fleetmen: Possible use of more compact brakes with more stopping 
power rather than bigger brakes for the same effect. 


Investigations: Piggy-back, exempt trucking, ICC and depreciation 


Washington is a city of investigations. Last month these made news: 
Piggyback—by a special ATA committee to explore its limits and a com- 
petitive answer for fleet operators. ... Exempt trucking—by Senate Com- 
merce Committee and a special ATA committee to find a way to reduce 
“illegal” unregulated truck operation. . . . ICC—a three-way probe by it- 
self, General Accounting Office and Budget Bureau looking to greater 
efficiency. . . . Depreciation—by Internal Revenue Service through ques- 
tionnaires to some 10,000 companies to aid in 1961 tax-law overhaul.

Operating center for a fleet of 50, it’s also major 


maintenance base for 600 vehicles ranging from compact cars 


to diesel-powered, track-laying, hole diggers 


IN UTILITY fleet circles, Georgia Power 
Co.’s new headquarters garage is almost a legend. 
Across the nation all sorts of rumors have spread 
as to its size, its location, its equipment and the 
job it is designed to do. Here, in words and pic- 
bures, COMMERCIAL CAR JOURNAL’S Mobile Edi- 
torial Team puts the facts on record with shop 
ideas for fleetmen in all vocations. 

Georgia Power Co. is one of the nation’s big- 
best independent power companies, supplying 
more than 10 billion kilowatt-hours of electricity 
annually. Its supporting fleet includes over 1500 
trucks, passenger cars and special vehicles—plus 


a tremendous variety of trailers and miscellane- 
ous equipment, ranging from chain saws to out- 
board motors for work in the boondocks. 

It is a widely scattered fleet. Vehicles are 
based at no-less-than 140 cities and towns spread 
over an area of 57,000 square miles. Company 
headquarters is currently moving into a new sky- 
scraper building on Peachtree St. in downtown 
Atlanta, Ga. And it’s only natural that the larg- 
est concentration of its vehicles—some 600 of 
them—are located within 50 miles of this indus- 
trial center of the south.

Could he en- 
large and modernize the outmoded shop facilities 
in downtown Atlanta, or should he start from 
scratch in an outlying area? Fortunately, com- 
pany management decided to purchase a 55- 
acre tract in a new industrial center 10 miles 
south of Atlanta, just off the southbound Free- 
way.

warehouse, an electrical repair center, a meter 
and appliance repair department and is also 
headquarters for a special construction force. 
By design the center is located almost in the 
heart of Georgia Power’s vehicle population in 
the Atlanta area. 


43,000 sq ft of floorspace 


It should be quickly pointed-out that the gar- 
age is an operating center for a fleet of no-more- 
than 50 vehicles. But it is home base — for 
major maintenance—for all the 600 vehicles in 
the Atlanta area. 

Many of them are highly specialized. They 
range from compact passenger cars to $45,000, 
diesel-powered, track-laying, hole diggers that 
can drill a hole 36 in. in diameter and 12 ft deep 





in one bite. Hence, the specialized-maintenance 
load is far heavier than for the average fleet. 

The garage building itself (see floor plan 
above) measures 120 x 360 ft, giving a total 
floorspace area of 43,000 sq ft. Ceiling is 20 ft 
high with a center section 30 ft high and com- 
pletely free of supporting posts, to provide ade- 
quate room for testing derricks and other aerial 
equipment. 

Suspended from the ceiling are no-less-than 
25 Cardomatic light reels and 46 Lincoln hose 
reels and meters supplying water, oil, air and 
lubricants to locations throughout the shop and 
the fuel island out front. Also on the ceiling, 
are enough fluorescent lights to supply a mini- 
mum of 50-ft candles of light in all shop areas, 
with higher intensities in the machine shop. 

Much of the concrete floor is embedded with

electric resistance-type heating elements cape- 
ble of maintaining near-perfect temperature re- 
gardless of the weather. This floor-heating sys- 
tem is concentrated near the doors to provide a 
rising heat “wall” just inside. The system is 
supplemented by unit heaters throughout the 
ceiling area near the center of the shop. 


“Presto,” the doors open 


Those vehicle doors are, by the way, not only 
electrically-operated with appropriate remote 
controls, but many are also equipped with pneu- 
matic “drive-over” activators both inside and 
outside the shop. When a vehicle “wants-in” or 
“wants-out” it merely has to drive over the 
treadle and “Presto,” the doors open! 

One of the special features of the shop layout 
is the air-conditioned office directly in the front 
center of the building. It’s raised 15 in. above 
the floor level, is completely surrounded with 
glass. From virtually any point in the office, 
supervisors can see almost any point in the shop. 


A 30-man service crew 


In charge of this headquarters shop is veteran 
Garage Superintendent Lawrence Tucker who 
keeps his near-million-dollar facility and ap- 
proximately 30 mechanics, maintenance workers 
and supervisors on the beam. 

A quick look at the floor plan and photographs 
reveals the excellent planning of the garage 
structure from a departmentalized point of view. 
A few details worth particular note are... 


@ Glazed-tile lining for at least the first- 
third of the wall in all shop areas, the wash rack 
and steam-cleaning section. Pits are fully tile- 
lined.

out behind. Lube lines within the pit, and air, oil 
and water lines above, it takes care of the 
tractor needs. Additional overhead lines for 
lubricants and air take care of trailer needs 
at the same time. 


Three twin-post lifts 


There are three Weaver twin-post lifts. Each 
has a 36,000-lb capacity and handles any wheel- 
base from 78 to 204 in. Note the use of one 
of them (photo above) on the bumpers of a 
passenger car to provide a completely-free work- 
ing area around the chassis for such jobs as 
brake relining. 

There are also adequate overhead and under- 
floor exhaust systems to take care of all areas 
where engines are normally running. 

The special Clayton chassis dynamometer is 
installed with tandem idler-wheels to take care 
of six-wheel vehicles. It is built around a large 
pit that permits easy inspection of power-train 
components while a vehicle is under test.

The shop is located at the edge of the huge 
“black-top” parking area that can accommodate 
as many as 200 vehicles and provides quick and 
easy access to any of the shop areas. 

Directly in front of the building, running 
from the wash rack through the fuel island, is 
a flat, concrete apron. This gives extra strength 
for heavy vehicles near the washing and steam- 
cleaning area and resists any spilled gasoline 
around the fuel island. 

There is always at least a skeleton force 
available at the central shop even days a week. 
There are two major shifts each normal working 
day. 

If you were to walk in the shop on any day 
of the week you would find it remarkably clean. 
But if you came in on a Monday morning you 
could hold that proverbial picnic on the floor. 
Reason: Every Sunday the housecleaning detail 
gives it a complete and very thorough washdown.

To check stoplight operation 


install a telltale light on the dash. Mount the pilot-light socket on the dash and connect (as shown) be- 
tween the ignition switch and stoplight switch. For 6-volt system, use a No. 51 bulb. For 12-volt, use 


No. 57. 


Here’s how the system works: With the ignition switch on and stoplights off, current will 
flow through pilot and stoplight 





bulb filaments. Stoplight bulbs 
won’t light with stoplight switch 
open and ignition on. There won’t 
be enough current passing through 
the pilot-bulb to light them. The 
pilot-light will glow brightly, 
showing that at least one stop- 
light is working. When brakes 
are applied, the pilot-light will 
go out if stoplight switch is OK 
and one stoplight bulb is working. 
With ignition switch off, the pi- 
lot-light might flash when brakes 
are applied. Reason: Current 
flowing through other items con- 
nected to the ignition switch. 





This looks like a good way to 
let a driver know if he’s operat- 
ing with or without stoplights.

To clean gummed-up cables 
on GMC air-ride buses, all you need is a GMC 
diesel fuel pump hooked-up to an electric motor. 
This pumps a mixture of fuel and lube oil through 
the conduits that control accelerator and hydraulic- 
transmission cables. For actual cleaning, remove 
the cable from the conduit. Attach the hose as 
shown and pump a gallon of fuel and lube-oil mix 
through the conduit. Wash off the cable and recon- 
nect. This does a good job of freeing-up sticky ac- 
celerator pedals and shift levers.

To speed truck repair work 
make this ladder. You'll find it comes in handy for 
climbing up to the engine compartment or getting 
up on truck beds. The framework is made of %-in.

long, 8% in. wide, set 11% in. apart. Two pieces 
of pipe, 16 in. long, fit over the truck tire.

To lift a lube pump off a drum 
light pulley hoists are used in this shop. Frame- 
work is built on the wall to hold the pulleys (at 
right).

Another 
pulley with a hook lifts the lube pump from the 
drum (at left).

To haul welding outfit on a truck 
make a small portable cart that holds both oxygen 
and acetylene tanks. Here’s one (see photo) to use 
in shop or load on the service truck for road calls. 
The carrying rack is 25% in. wide and 12% in. 
deep. Height is 31 in. This fleet shop made a spe- 
cial hold-down rack on its truck to hold the cart. 
The tilting rack swings down to engage knobs on 
the cart’s legs. The front of the cart base hooks 
under a piece of angle-iron that’s welded to the bot- 
tom of the rack. A locking assembly is welded to 
the side of the rack. This holds it down and keeps 
the cart steady while the truck is moving.

Washing returns dividends in safety, advertising and vehicle control 


says tank-trailer fleet operator Direct Transport 


A FOUR-WORD FORMULA pays triple divi- 
dends for Direct Transport, Nashville, Tenn. 

The formula: “Make your rigs sparkle.” 

The dividends... 

@ The cleaning program offers a measure of 
control over owner-operators. 

@ Knowing that their bright, sparkling yel- 
low trailers are eye-catchers, all drivers are con- 
cious of the need for careful, courteous driving. 

@ Since each sight of the bright rigs makes 
an impression, people in Nashville get the idea 
Direct Transport has three times as many rigs 
on the streets as it has. “They’re like taxicabs,” 
one man commented, “all over the place. I didn’t 


think there was that much gasoline used in Nash- 
ville.” 

Direct operates 30 tank-trailers in petroleum 
transport within a 100-mile radius of Nashville. 
It owns the trailers, uses a number of tractors 
leased from owner-operators. 

(And don’t forget, clean equipment lasts 
longer and gets better attention from mechanics 
when it’s in for service.) 

Fleet President J. G. Page, Jr., plays a leading 
role in the program. Word around Nashville is 
that when he sees a dirty Direct rig on the road 
he’s likely to flag down the driver on the spot 
and order him to report to the wash rack as 
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soon as he’s unloaded. With some of the com- 
pany’s drivers this has drawn the privately ex- 
pressed comment that he may be “To darned 
fussy.” 

The company cleans all equipment. It main- 
tains its own tractors and all trailers. Owner- 
operators maintain their tractors and pay the 
$100-deductible costs for any accidents. 

Drivers who show a lack of appreciation and 
respect for new-looking equipment never seem 
to last long. They don’t have to be fired. Nor are 
they pressured more than to keep their rigs up 
to fleet standard. But the sloppy ones just soon 
eliminate themselves. 


Direct’s wash rack 


Cleaning facilities are not elaborate. Until 
recently the rapidly-growing firm hasn’t felt 
large enough to justify automatic-washing equip- 
ment. But the time for converting is not far 
distant. 

The wash rack is in a closed steel shed. Long 
enough to hold two rigs with the doors closed, 
the shed’s also equipped with a lube pit. Steam- 
generating equipment has connections inside for 
washing rigs and outside for steaming tank in- 
teriors prior to repairs or welding. 

The wash area has thirty sealed-beam, all- 
weather floodlights (similar to those used for 
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outdoor advertising) mounted overhead and on 
the sidewalls. With the area so well lighted, it’s 
hard to miss dirty spots on the tank or under- 
carriage. 

Every rig is washed each weekend, even if it 
looks “almost clean.” There’s good reason for 
this, according to Neil Fite, assistant to the 
fleet’s president. “A trailer that looks too clean 
to need washing on Saturday is certain to be 
filthy by Tuesday, if it’s let go.”” Road film, smog 
fallout and oil from the air are already settled 
thinly on it, making it sticky enough to pick up 
dust with increasing rapidity. 

The shop janitor washes the rigs. He starts 
on Friday afternoon, works through Saturday. 
The night watchman takes over in the evenings 
between his rounds, then finishes-up on Sunday. 

In the winter, there are about 10 to 20 nights 
when it gets too cold in the wash shed to work 
in comfort. Then a man from the shop staff does 
the job on the day-shift. The dispatcher, in this 
case, schedules the units into the wash shed 
between trips. 


Lube program ties-in 


The fleet’s lube program ties-in with the wash 
schedule. Each unit gets a lube job every two 
weeks on alternate Saturdays. Units scheduled 
for lubrication are washed first. When the wash

In the bargain, 
you get up to 30 per cent greater 
turning angle. 

The unit is designed to use any 
standard components including disc 
or spoke wheels, brakes and bear- 
ings. While on-the-road steering is 
considered excellent, power-steer- 
ing is definitely recommended for 
close-quarter maneuvering. There 
is no toe-in and no caster but there 
is a half-deg camber to minimize 
steering effort. 


Webb’s 3-spoke 


The Webb 3-spoke wheel is pro- 
duced by the Webb Wheel Division, 
American Steel and Pump Corp., 
Siloam Springs, Ark. Its principal 
claims to fame: Light weight and 
a rim-clamping area (two studs 
per spoke) about twice that of 
multi-spoke wheels. 

It is designed primarily for 
trailer use. Also features a cyl- 
indrical hub said to require less 
oil or grease than most other 
wheels.

AT YOUR SERVICE... 


Now that you're well along in the season, 
it’s a good time to follow up your basic preventive 
maintenance program with some major PM services. 
You’ll be sure to find worn parts, broken or missing 
bolts or other difficiences not caught in your routine 
servicing and PM programs. 

Major PM should be performed after every 1000 
operating hours. The following are some of the items 
that should be checked thoroughly: 


@ Check tracks for loose or missing track shoe 
bolts. Tighten any loose bolts to the specified torque 
and replace any missing ones. 


@ Check track shoe grousers, sprocket tooth pitch, 
front idler center guide, and truck wheels with a 
track wear gage. Replace or rebuild any parts worn 
beyond recommended limits. 


@ Check condition of track pins and bushings. Re- 
place or turn them if the track pin-to-track pin cen- 
ter distance exceeds limits set by the manufacturer 
for your make of equipment. 


@ Check the truck wheels for loose bearings and 
leaking seals. 


@ Check final drive bearings for looseness. Re- 
adjust to proper bearing pre-load if necessary. 


@ Remove steering clutch compartment covers 
and inspect brake drums for scoring. Also check 
brake bands and linkage for wear. In steering clutch 
compartments, watch for dirt or oil accumulation. 


@ Clear away all debris which has gathered on the 
radiator core. It'll help keep engine temperatures 
down during hot weather. 

@ On rubber tired equipment, make an extra close 
check for tire cuts or bruises. You might prevent an 
expensive tire failure. 


Fuller torque converters, such as 
used on the Link-Belt Model UC-68, have their own 


rules which should be strictly observed for best re- 
sults. The lubricant capacity is 23 pints. Fuller recom- 
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mends SAE 10 engine oil without additives. Oil change 
period is every six months. To drain oil, turn con- 
verter coupling until drain plug in the impeller is at 
the “down” position. Remove drain plug, working 
through openings in the adapter. Then remove drain 
plug from the bottom of converter housing. Be sure 
to remove the filler plug at the top to relieve vacuum 
lock. 

To fill the torque converter, replace and tighten 
drain plug at bottom of converter housing. Then turn 
the converter coupling until drain hole in impeller is 
at top position. Do not install drain plug at impeller. 
This allows air to escape during filiing. Remove filler 
plug at back of housing and fill to level of opening. 
Fill slowly to avoid air lock. Reinstall plugs in im- 
peller and filler hole and tighten. 

If oil must be added between changes, the impeller 
should again be rotated so plug is at top. Then remove 
the plug removed while filling to avoid air lock. 

WARNING. Filler or drain plugs should not be 
removed while unit is hot or when heat indicator 
registers more than 100 deg F as the oil will be under 
pressure and may cause burns if permitted to escape 


Fleets which rebuild their own tracks 
should set up limits to avoid rebuilding worthless 
units. For instance, when track rollers show excessive 
wear, or bores have been worn bell-shaped, capscrew 
holes are distorted, flanges broken, it probably will 
not be economical to rebuild them. Manufacturers 
usually have set up wear limits for rebuilding which 
can be furnished by dealer or the dealer’s serviceman. 

Ordinarily, track rebuilding can be figured to save 
60 per cent over replacement if done before wear is 
too great. 

All track rollers do not wear evenly or at the same 
rate. Switching rollers around can be an economical 
procedure. Worn rollers can be exchanged for rebuilt 
rollers, but rollers should be changed midway in their 
wear rather than at the point where something has 
to be done. Sprockets and idlers can be switched mid- 
way in their wear also. 

If you plan to do your own rebuilding, or you are 
now doing it, check the equipment for efficiency. Be 
sure the proper welding wire and hardening flux are 
used, then rebuild or exchange before it’s too late.

Oil seal leaks are expensive—in downtime and repair 


costs. Of the four reasons why they fail, biggest 


cause is improper installation says Allis-Chalmers 


| HOW MUCH downtime in your fleet is caused by 
leaking oil seals? Or worse yet, how many gear trains 
or differentials have burned up because they ran dry of 
oil? An oil seal, as small and inexpensive as it may be, 
performs an important job—to keep the lubricant in 
and/or the dirt out. 

When a machine is working on hilly ground, often 
the oil level in a gear case is higher than the oil seals. 
Under these conditions a seal has to do it job or in a 
short time you’ll have a dangerously low oil level in 
the gear case. 


A spring loaded oil seal is 
a long-life item. If it fails prematurely, one of the 
following is usually to blame according to the Service 
Dept. of the Construction Machinery Div., Allis- 
Chalmers Mfg. Co. 


@ Too much oil pressure against it. 

@ Burrs, nicks or sharp edges on the sealing surface. 
@ Excessive shaft end play or out-of-roundness. 

@ Improper installation. 


This last item, improper installation, covers a multi- 
tude of sins. It’s the most frequent cause of oil seal 
failures. An oil seal won’t give the long life expected 
of it, if it’s installed incorrectly. Responsibility is on 
you or the mechanics under you to make sure the 
job is done right. 

First thing to remember when installing seals is 
the sealing direction desired and the type of seal 
required for the installation. If the primary purpose 
is to keep the lubricant in, the seal lip must be in- 
stalled toward the lubricant. 


Where it's more important to 


keep the dirt out, such as wheel seals, the lip must be 
installed outward, away from the lubricant housing. 


c2 


This permits the seal to “weep” or pass sufficient 
lubricant to carry foreign matter away from the seal 
surface so it can’t enter the housing. 

There are many types of oil seals available such as 
rawhide, synthetics, “O” rings, double lip, single lip 
with felt wipers, or special synthetic type seals for 
abnormal operations. Each seal is designed for spe- 
cific applications. Make sure you choose the right 
type for the function it performs. 

Seal failures are usually caused by a distorted seal 
housing. Careless work with a hammer or drive bar 
installing the seal does the damage. A cut in the 
sealing lip caused by a burred shaft or installation on 


Sleeve can be made from brass 
shim stock or heavy paper. Use a 
piece large enough so edges will 
overlap well inside seal; then ride 
seal over spline on guide. 
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a rough sealing surface also causes accelerated wear 
and very short seal life. 


All sealing surfaces should be as 
smooth as possible. If there’s any roughness, it should 
be polished with a fine abrasive cloth to remove any 
burrs, nicks or sharp edges. 

General rule is to submerge a seal in oil before 
installing it. However, some seals have a special lubri- 
cant that should not be removed. Be smart and follow 
the manufacturer’s recommendations. Don’t second 
guess. 


When installing a seal over 
splined shafts, a piece of shim stock or heavy paper 
(well lubricated) may be used to protect the seal lips. 
Roll the shim stock or paper so that it has overlapping 
edges (see illustrations below). Then lubricate the 
seal thoroughly and slide it into place carefully. Use 
a flat faced tool to drive against the outside of the 
seal to force it into its retainer. Sometimes it’s ad- 
visable to apply a light coat of sealant around the seal 
as insurance against a leak between the seal and the 
retainer. 

When possible, press the seal into the retainer first. 
Then slide the assembly into place. This can’t be done, 
however, in numerous applications when the seal 
retainer is a counterbore in a large housing. 

For certain applications, you can make installation 
sleeves in your shop which will give very satisfactory 
service and extend seal life by efficient installation. 
You can also make, or buy, seal drivers which will 


shaft. The life and effectiveness of a seal depend on 
this condition. 

If you have to install a shaft through a seal which 
is in place, take special care to prevent the weight of 
the shaft from damaging the seal assembly. 

The spring loaded, lip-type leather or synthetic oil 
seals will properly retain oil if you take the time and 
trouble to install them properly and make the neces- 
sary adjustments. 














do a better and faster job on certain seal installations. 
Even with the aid of a seal driver or sleeve, take spe- 
cial care to get the seal started evenly and be sure 
to apply force equally around the surface. 


Sleeve outside diameter should be just shaft 
size or slightly over to avoid stretching the 
sealing member beyond its working diameter.

Portable Lube Pit Cuts Service Time 


V A NEW IDEA in portable servicing pits for heavy 
equipment is credited to Banks Bourgess, equipment 
maintenance superintendent for the joint contracting 
firm of Sundt & Bevanda which is working on a $4 
million runway construction contract at the Marine 
Auxiliary Air Station in Yuma, Ariz. 


Like many master mechanics, 

3ourgess found most field service pits too small 

and cluttered for fast, thorough work. Dragging 

electric, air and lubrication lines across the ground 
and into the pit only added to the confusion. 

Banks Bourgess solved the problem, for all time 
as far as he’s concerned, by modifying two surplus 
steel shipping cylinders for jet engines to make a 
removable pit 4-ft deep and 20-ft long. 

“This pit is big—bigger even than some of the pits 
in permanent repair facilities,” explains Bourgess. 
“It can be set up far quicker than you can build 
even a cheap field service pit. It’s clean since power, 
air and lube lines run into it from underground.” 


The two 10-ft long steel jet 
engine shipping containers are 4-ft in diameter. They 
were bought from a surplus yard at salvage prices. 
Banks cut a 2-ft wide opening in the top of each, then 
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welded the two cylinders together end to end. For 
safety, he added a 4-in. steel railing around the edge. 
The pit floor is made from steel airstrip matting 
with a steel ladder welded into each end. About a 
foot below the top of the two cylinders, Bourgess 
burned a hole to accept the end of a length of 6-in. 
steel pipe. Air, lube, and electric lines from nearby 
storage tanks enter pit through this pipe (shown). 


Setting up shop on a new 
job site is easy. A dozer scoops out a trench long 
enough and deep enough for the 20-ft long pit. The 
joint of 6-in. pipe for the hoses and lines is positioned, 
then the whole job is backfilled to even it off. 

As a finishing touch, a 4-in. slab is poured around 
the pit area with the concrete work finished off against 
the 4-in. steel railing (as pictured below). Pit area 
stays dry, even in bad weather, and there’s no mud 
on the pit runway to contend with. 


To move from the job, 
a dozer quickly peels back the concrete slab. Then a 
truck crane lifts the entire pit free of the ground 
and lowers it to a truck bed. The 6-in. steel pipe is 
snaked from the ground and the job is done. The 
portable pit is ready for another installation.

Oil filters last so long these days that it’s sometimes hard 
to say when they were last changed. But they’re so impor- 
tant to your car’s well-being that it’s essential that you 
know whether they’re too full to filter right. Here’s a 
simple way to find out: 


A ‘ilter that’s working right will be as warm as the engine 
oil. If the filter on a fully warmed-up engine remains cool 
to the touch, it’s a safe bet that it’s too clogged to let any 
oil through. Just to double check, tap the filter case 
sharply. A metallic ringing sound means the cartridge is 
still in good shape. A soggy thud often means that the 
filter is loaded. Top mileage for even the best filter is 
6000 miles, never more.

Next time you're tuning up an engine, make this fast- 
but-positive check to determine condenser capacity. Sim- 
ply take a peek at the distributor points. If there’s any 
buildup of metal on the breaker contacts, it’s a sure sign 
of an over-capacity condenser. The buildup will occur 
on the stationary breaker contact if the battery has a 
negative ground, and on the movable breaker contact if 
the battery is grounded positively. 









































DEAR AL, 


A super-salesman stopped in a while 
ago to sell me a new filter line. He told 
me the filters I’ve been selling remove 
detergents from motor oil, as well as 
sludge and water. I don’t think any 
up-to-date filter will do this, and I 
think the guy is a psycho. What do 
you think? 

G. K., Macomb, Ill. 


No comment on psychos, but you're 
right about the filters. No modern 
passenger car filter, full-flow or by- 
pass type, will remove detergents or 
other additives from modern oils. On 
the other hand, the sludge that filters 
collect will soak up additives—a mighty 
good reason for draining oil and chang- 
ing filters regularly. 








DEAR AL, 

I have a Willys Jeep with a lot of elec- 
trical equipment on it—winch, snow 
plow, heater, radio, etc. I'm thinking 
of installing an 8-volt battery to get 
more juice, but I'd like to check with 
you first to find out how this would 
affect the electrical system. Also, what 
other changes should I make in addi- 
tion to resetting the voltage regulator? 


C. E., Greenville, Cal. 


Don’t do it! The two extra volts would 
burn out lights and ignition coil, may- 
be damage your generator, and shorten 
life of spark plugs and distributor 
points. Finally, you would not be able 
to revamp the limited range of the 
voltage regulator,so you couldn’t keep 
such a battery charged. Where you 
would get an 8-volt battery is another 
question, unless you plan to use four 
cells only on a 12-volt battery. An 
industrial 8-volt battery would prob-

If your engine is easier to start when it’s cold than after 
it’s been running a while, the culprit may be engine heat 
that’s no longer being dissipated by the cooling system. 
This heat is trapped under the hood and evaporates the 
gasoliae in the carburetor float bowl. You can help solve 
the problem by using a thick insulating gasket under the 
carburetor, checking the exhaust manifold heat control 
valve, and by making sure the fuel pump is delivering the 
required pressure. You might also check the radiator 
thermostat, and if it’s a high-temperature type, replace 
it during the summer. Fast-idle your engine for five 
minutes before shutting off after a hard run.

On all Dodges equipped with air cleaners having paper type elements, the 
cleaner should be serviced to remove accumulated dust approximately 
every 5000 miles. To service, remove the filter element from the housing. 
Clean with a compressed air nozzle and use care to hold the nozzle at 
least two inches from the inner screen. Blow the dust and grit outward. 
Caution: do not tap these filters to loosen the grit and do not immerse 
them in any fluid. Tapping of the filters may possibly result in damage to 
the element seal or damage to the paper. Replace the filter element every 
15,000 miles. In cases of severe operation, particularly in dusty areas, 
more frequent servicing and replacement may be required. 

On 1960 Chevrolets the initial ignition timing setting has been revised 
to the values listed below.

HOW TO LUBRICATE 


BALL JOINT SUSPENSION 


IN YOUR TRUCKS AND CARS © 


The most important factor in thorough lubrication of ball 
joint suspension systems is to insure uniform distribution 
of grease within the ball joint. And to do that, you have to 
make sure that the weight of the car is removed from the 
joints, since otherwise the grease just won’t go where it’s 
needed most. We recommend the following lubrication 
procedure. 


Oo Lift the car at the outer ends of the lower control 
arms, using either a floor contact lift with arms extended, 
or by jacks. If you use jacks, make sure you block the rear 
wheels. Lifting the car by the frame or bumper will not 
unload the ball joints. 


"Gazer 
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2 Make sure you allow enough room for the lube gun 
to be applied to the ball joint lubrication fitting. 


3) Apply enough grease to flush the old lubricant from 
the upper ball joint. While you're applying lubricant, turn 
the wheel from side to side to ensure even distribution of 











the lubricant. Don’t worry if the wheel moves up and down 
while you're greasing the joint. This movement simply means 
that the grease is working its way into the joint. 


4) Repeat Step 3 for lower ball joints. 


5) If the ball joint won't take any grease at all, check the 
lube fitting to see if it’s turned down too tight. (You couldn't 
lubricate the ball joint diagrammed at the top of the page, 
for example, because the grease fitting is bottoming on the 
ball.) Unscrew the fitting slightly and try again; if the joint 
still won't take lubricant, it may be frozen. In that case it 
should be replaced. 


© Lower the car to the floor and rock the body from side 
to side while checking for noises. If the above procedure, 
using Marfak, doesn’t remove all noises, use Texaco Molytex 
Grease 0 Improved or, in very hot weather, Molytex Grease 
2 Improved.

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What's It Mean? 
Truck Spec Terminology 


ERE ARE some common defini- 
tions used in truck selection. 
They'll help you in setting-up your 
specs when you’re thinking of buying 
some new models. They’re adapted 
from Dodge’s Truck Rating booklet, 
will come in handy when explaining 
to the truck man just what you want. 
Axle, Elliott type — a front axle 
having forged yokes at each end into 
which the steering knuckles are 
placed. With this type of front axle 
the load is carried on a thrust bear- 
ing inserted between the upper boss 
of the axle yokes and the upper sur- 
face of the steering knuckles. 

Axle, reverse Elliott type—a front 
axle having forged ends that insert 
between the bosses of the yoke-type 
steering knuckles. With this type of 
front axle the load is carried on a 
thrust bearing inserted between the 
steering knuckles and the lower sur- 
face of the forged axle ends. 

Bore and stroke—the bore is the 
diameter of a cylinder. The stroke is 
the maximum distance a piston moves 
within a cylinder. 


Brake booster—a mechanical mesons 
for multiplying brake pedal foot-pres- 
sure to provide a stronger brake ap- 
plication. Usually operated by engine 
vacuum. 

CA—cab-to-axle dimension. It is 
measured from back of cab to center 
of rear axle. (Center of axles if 
tandem.) 

Chassis with flat-face cowl—a basic 
truck without cab, body or windshield, 
but equipped with a cowl having a 
flat rear face to which is attached 
the special cab or body. 

Chassis with windshield cowl—same 
as a chassis with flat-face cowl except 
that the cowl incorporates the wind- 
shield assembly. Used with special 
and custom-built bodies. 

Compression ratio—the ratio of the 
volume of air-fuel mixture above the 
piston when the piston is at the 
bottom of its stroke as compared to 
the volume when the piston is at 
the top of its stroke. This is actually 
a numerical expression of the com- 
pression of air-fuel mixture prior to 
burning. 

Deflection rate (spring)—a meas- 
urement determined by the load in 
pounds on a spring necessary to com- 
press or deflect the spring one inch. 

Differential—a rear axle gear as- 
sembly which permits one axle shaft 


and wheel to turn more slowly, or 
faster, than the other when going 
around corners. It also allows equal 
torque to be applied to the driving 
wheels at all times. 

Displacement (engine)—the stroke 
of the piston multiplied by the area 
of the cylinder. This is multiplied 
by the number of cylinders in the 
engine. 

Fifth wheel — a coupling device 
mounted on a tractor and used to 
connect a semi-trailer. It serves as 
a hinge-point to take care of changes 
in direction of travel between the 
tractor and semi-trailer. 

Fluid drive—a method of transmit- 
ting engine power to the clutch by 
means of a special fluid coupling in- 
stead of through a rigid mechanical 
connection. 

Frame reinforcements—L-ty pe—an 
L-shaped plate attached to the out- 
side of the frame side rails to provide 
additional strength and _ rigidity. 
(Fishplates are straight plates with- 
out a lower flange, attached in the 
same manner. Channel-type reinforce- 
ments are installed inside the frame 
side rail.) 

Full-floating axle—a type of axle 
in which the wheels are mounted on 
the housing. The housing supports 
all the weight. The only function of 
the axle shaft is to transmit power 
to the wheels. 

Governor—a mechanical device con- 
trolling the maximum speed at which 
an engine can operate. 

Gradeability—per cent grade that 
can be climbed by a truck. 

Gross horsepower — the maximum 
horsepower developed by an engine 
without the fan, water pump, gen- 
erator, etc., connected. 

Gross torque—the maximum torque 
or rotary force developed by an en- 
gine without the fan, water pump, 
generator, etc., connected. 

GCW—gross combination weight. 
Total weight of fully equipped trac- 
tor, trailer or trailers, and payload. 

GVW—eross vehicle weight. Total 
weight of fully equipped truck (chas- 
sis, cab, body, etc.) and payload. 

Gross vehicle weight chassis mod- 
el—a truck designed and equipped for 
a specific gross vehicle weight rating 
and body size. 

Horsepower—a term used to denote 
the amount of work done in a given

period of time. Brake horsepower is 
a measure of the power available 
from an engine as measured on a 
dynamometer. 

Hotchkiss drive—a type of drive in 
which the driving forces (both thrust 
and torque) are transmitted from the 
rear axle to the frame through the 
rear springs (rather than a tube en- 
closing the drive shaft) which “cush- 
ion” this force, thereby providing a 
smoother power application. 

Inter-axle differential (or torque 
divider)—a differential located be- 
tween the two rear axles on tandem 
axle trucks. All torque from the 
transmission must be _ transmitted 
through this differential to the two 
rear axles. When in the normal or 
unlocked position, the inter-axle dif- 
ferential permits the wheels in one 
rear axle assembly to turn at a differ- 
ent speed than the wheels in the 
other rear axle assembly, while divid- 
ing torque equally between the two 
axles. When locked the unit permits 
no difference in speed between the 
two axle assemblies (the differential 
units in the axles remain operative, 
however). 

Net horsepower—the engine’s “us- 
able” horsepower. That available at 
the flywheel when the fan, water 
pump, generator, etc., are connected 
and operated. 

Net torque—the “usable” torque or 
rotary force developed by an engine 
when the fan, water pump, generator, 
etc., are connected and operating. 

Nominal rating—arbitrary classifi- 
cation of a truck’s capacity in tons 
14-ton, 2-ton, etc. 

Payload — actual weight of the 
cargo carried by the truck. (Does not 
include weight of body.) 

Payload and body allowance—maxi- 
mum combined weight of body and 
payload recommended by the manu- 
facturer as permissible for normal 
service of a specific truck. When the 
actual weight of the body is sub- 
tracted from the body and payload 
allowance, the result is the allowable 
payload. 

Power take-off (PTO)—a mechani- 
cal device mounted on the side of the 
transmission to transmit engine power 
to auxiliary equipment. 

Power train—all elements involved 
in the transmission of power from 
the engine to the wheels: Fluid coup- 
ling (if so equipped), clutch, trans- 
mission, propeller shaft, universal

Semi-elliptical spring—a type of

Semi-floating rear axle — in this 
type axle, the wheel is mounted on 
the axle shaft. Truck weight is sup- 
ported by the axle shaft. The shaft 
also transmits driving torque to the 
wheels. 

Single-speed, single-reduction rear 
axle—a rear axle assembly in which 
a small driving gear (called a pinion 


gear) connected to the propeller 
shaft meshes with a large ring gear 
to turn the axle shaft. The pulling 
ability at the rear wheels is increased 
in proportion to the gear reduction. 

Single-speed, double-reduction axle 
—a rear axle assembly in which the 
desired high numerical (more power- 
ful) gear ratio is obtained by the use 
of two sets of gears. This design 
provides the desired ratio and gear 
strength with no sacrifice in 
clearance. 

Spur gear transmission—a _ trans- 
mission in which the gear teeth are 
positioned straight across the face of 
each gear. 

Taxable horsepower rating (also 
SAE or calculated hp.)—a _horse- 
power rating used in some states for 
taxing purposes. It is a calculated 
rating based on an accepted arbitrary 
formula. 

Torque—the rotary force developed 
by the engine. Expressed as net or 
gross. 

Torque converter—is a device for 
converting the speed and torque at 
the driving shaft to that required by 
the driven shaft. Supplies high torque 
multiplication and low speed to low 
torque and high speed, depending on 
load.

GENERAL MOTORS Corp. uses 
an “electronic brain” to help design 
new vehicles. The “brain” is said to 
analyze truck performance in a frac- 
tion of time normally required for 
field tests. 

The machine charts progress of an 
imaginary truck over a_ prescribed 
route. The “brain” calculates the 
truck’s trip time, average speed, fuel 
usage and other operating factors. 

Cards are fed into the machine 
which contain data on basic com- 
ponents that are to be included in the 
design of the proposed vehicle.

Data can be 
cataloged and arranged to be more 
eas ly interpreted. Information com- 
ing in from the field can be analyzed 
quickly, according to GMC engineers.

to finance new vehicles 


or other fleet expansion? 


P ran C. ROWE, supervisor, truck, 
trailer and industrial equipment 
financing, Bank of America, told the 
1960 annual convention of Truck- 
Trailer Manufacturers Assn. that “the 
banking fraternity will continue to 
finance sound expansion in the motor 
carrier industry.” 

Rowe outlined at least six sources 
of financing—(1) banks, (2) public 
offerings of shares by motor carriers, 
(3) the federal Small Business Ad- 
ministration, (4) financing institu- 
tions set up under the Small Business 
Investment Act of 1958, (5) trailer 
manufacturers or their distributors 
and (6) leasing instead of purchasing 
of vehicles. 

At the outset, he cautioned that 
“considerable strain has developed in 
the money market” and “interest rates 
are higher,” but he pointed to the 
trucking industry as a fast-growing 
form of enterprise and indicated that 
loan sources, once shy of financing 
motor carriers, have more recently 
looked with favor on supplying credit 
to the trucking field. 

Among factors influencing money 
sources to be disposed favorably to- 
ward purchasers of trucking equip- 
ment Mr. Rowe pointed to the fact 
that the motor carrier share of freight 
haulage has “zoomed” since World 
War II from 9 per cent to more than 
20 per cent. Revenues have climbed 
even faster than ton-miles—from $1 
billion to more than $6 billion, he 
noted. 

“During this period there has been 
a steadily growing friendship between 
the truck operator and his banker,” 
he said. “While inadequate working 
capital and a high debt to worth ratio 
continue to characterize the industry, 
great progress has been made in ob- 
taining an understanding among 
banks that lending to motor carriers 
is a safe and profitable business.” 

Mr. Rowe said that the maximum 
loan term of which he has heard in 
the west has been five years on diesel 
tractors and trailers. But, he added, 
“certainly the period of the loan 
should be something less than the 
equipment’s life,” and “it appears un- 
likely that maturities will be in- 
creased.”

Lending factors 


He said a lender’s first considera- 
tion is ability of the borrower to pay, 
and the borrower’s past experience 
and prospects for profits. Collateral 
is necessary, he said, but is considered 
secondarily. 

He said a few sellers of vehicles 
who provide their own financing may 
give more consideration to the col- 
lateral. They, of course, have a profit 
in the sale as well as the finance 
charge. If they should become un- 
willing owners, they have a better 
market for the vehicles than do banks 
and are in a better position to condi- 
tion them for the best market price. 

Rowe said the most flourishing com- 
panies in the trucking industry, al- 
though still needing equipment fi- 
nancing programs, are obtaining ex- 
pansion funds through public finan- 
cing. “Within one generation, truck- 
ing has become the dominant form of 
transportation—42 per cent of total 
tons moved,” he commented. Among 
the larger motor carriers, he pointed 
out, 24 of them have shares in the 
hands of the public, compared with 
only one prior to the war. “The pub- 
lic (financing) route offers a vast 
source of funds providing a perma- 
nent equity in the company,” he said. 
“Consolidations should appreciably fa- 
cilitate equity financing.” 


Other money sources 


He indicated that the federal Small 
Business Administration is most apt 
to prove useful for consolidation of 
debt, clearing up delinquent payables 
or for similar purposes—but, in any 
event, financing through the SBA 
keeps a satisfactory growth company 
in the market for new vehicles. 

He confessed he had little informa- 
tion on financing institutions estab- 
lished under the Small Business In- 
vestment Act of 1958 but said these 
apparently are designed for equity- 
type investments. If a carrier has 
bankable credit it should use the 
normal banking channels for vehicle 
financing. 

He saw both advantages and dis- 
advantages in augmenting vehicle 
fleets through leasing.
